Your letter as well as the package containing the Goin, 
reeeived. These curicus pieces are not listed in. French works 
as a rule; I have seen pictures, however, of similar pieces 
made around Lyons and Lille. Your peasant was partly right 
in its history. It was made following the Freneh Revolution 
locally, but not from imperial dies. What they did was to 
take the goins in cirevlation and make moulds from which they 
made castings, impressing in one mould an inverted lily. 





We might be interested in this piece as coming from 
near Soissons. We would be willing to give you $2.50 for it 


in case you care to sell the piece. I will hold it here until 
I hear from you.
